icids arising probably from the un- 
satumtwl acid, oleic acM. The physi- 
cal and chemical characteristics of 
these acids have been worked out by 
Dr. Ruttan. Margarlc aoM has been 
shown not to occur in adipocere al- 
ihouKh at one time such a claim had 
been made. 

Bog butter has recently been Inves- 
i!?atwl by MIbr I. Howe, working un-

We reproduct In this iHua o{ "Mc- 
Oill Dally" a short posn bjr Uad; 
Roddlch, which iuis mvt with vsrr ooa> 
sidsrable approval both In this city 
and tbrouirhout the whole of the Do- 
nitnlon. Il bu long been the opinion 
ot many Oanadlaas that the lias which 
(Ilea, from buildings, as repraaentUiK 
tbe national banner of Canada* is by 
no means aatisfactorjr. 

Thus far. the only proper (lag for 
Canada has been the Union Jaclc.It is 
the aim of Lady Roddick to introduce 
to the thlnlilng public a fitting emblem 
which, while Including the Union Jacli, 
the symbol common to all parts of the 
I British Umpire, shall also incorporate 
|ibe Maple Leaf, which is most appro-, 
i priate to represent our Oominion. 
1 While the Influence of L«dy Roddick ; 
I boa been earnciitly exerted towards ! 
j the adoption ot this flag, she Is not 
'the pioneer in the movemcni. Mr, J, 
|R. Oougall submitted Ibe design to th^ 
j College of Arms which we prefix at 
I the head ot I.ady Roddick's powi. 
-jThls took place ahoul thirty years j 
Hito. The iatc iyord Strathcona sup- 
ported the project, and wns Inatru-j 
mental In the matter of introducing it 
to Parliament and the public, hut no i 
immediate action was taken in the' 
matter. 

' The loyal inhabitants of Canada j
